Charles E. Duryea, veteran inventor and manufacturer 
of the automobile, still in business at Philadelphia. His 
name is signed to a letter which takes exception to the state- 
ment made by H. H. Murden through this column in the 
issue of September 4. Mr. Murden was quoted as having 
worked on “the first automobile made in America, which 
was ready for its road test July 4, 1893.” 


Mr. Duryea writes, in part: “In view of the fact 
that I had a vehicle running in April, 1892, driven by 
gasoline engine, which fact | substantiate by book rec- 
ords and also affidavits, Mr. Murden is simply kidding 
himself when he thinks he had anything to do with ‘the 
first car built in America.’” : 





i With the letter is inclosed a leaflet, in the inventor’s 
|simplified spelling, which illustrates some of his earliest 
ears. The first is recorded as having been built in 189}- 
'1892; it is now in the National Museum, Washington. 

The spirit of prophecy moved Mr. Duryea early. As 
long ago as 1882, he predicted “humming of flying machines 
over all lands and Europe a half-day’s journey.” Engines 
of his design, planned for power in flight, were tested in 
1897-98 and proved in planes ten years later. For many 
years his activity in the industry gave the motoring public 
numerous and valuable things. He gave the industry the 
float-level spray carburetor. which adapted the gasoline en- 
gine to use in automobiles. 

Available records bear out Mr. Duryea’s contention as 
to priority and the writer of this has elsewhere had pub- 
lished statements that give him proper credit. Possibly 
Mr. Murden is in error as to his date. At all events, he was 
correctly quoted from his letter. “Honor where honor is 


due.”

HICAGO, Oct. 11.—New 
car registrations in Cook 
county for nine months of 
this year not only lead the 
Same period of last year by 
19.9 per cent., but 144 
cars in excess of the three- 
quarter period the peak 
year of 1926.

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The Devouring Monster 
IRE causes a loss of $500,000,000 every year in the 

United States. In the past five vears the total loss 
through this agency has been two and a half billion dollars. 
This was the pleasant news that confronted us as we cele- 
brated fire prevention week. 

In Europe our fire record would be looked upon as a 
positive debauch of carelessness. The trouble is that we are 
not thoroughly convinced of the devastating effects of fire 
and do not systematically try to keep down the fire hazard 
as do the older peoples abroad. We treat the matter in our 
customary youthful and carefree manner. We have got to 
become “fire conscious,” to employ a term that has been 
worn somewhat threadbare by efficiency experts. 


Of the terrific annual fire loss in this country, very 
little is inevitable. By that we mean that completely ef- 
ficient care would eliminate most of the fire loss. As a 
commercial nation we owe it to our future to reduce the 
ravages of the fire monster. The automotive industry, 
depending as it does on an inflammable fuel for its very 
life, is peculiarly interested in fire elimination and should 
take the lead in preaching and teaching prevention of 
needless fires. 


‘An Era of Good Feeling 


3 IS PLEASANT to note that during 1927 the number of 
industrial disputes was only 724, the lowest number i 
more than twelve years. The number of workmen involved 
in these disputes was 349,434, which compares with 1,612,- 
562 in 1922, which was the recent peak year for disputes 
between capital and labor. 

Probably we can never entirely eliminate disputes be- 
tween capital and labor, any more than we can hope to drive 
war off the face of the earth. Nevertheless the 1927 record 
holds out hope that both sides to industrial disputes are 
honestly seeking to settle their differences by arbitration 
and agreement, rather than by taking them to the bellicose 
settlement of strikes and lockouts. 

Leaving aside the question of whether a strike is justi- 
fied or not, it certainly entails heavy loss to both sides. It 
is absolute loss. Working days passed in idleness can never 
be recaptured. Production lost through idleness of plants 
wil] never be made up. There is scarcely a strike that can- 


not be settled with a saving to both workers and empolyers. | 


Let us hope that the indication of a desire to settle 
disputes by conference and agreement is a real prophecy 
of future industrial relations in this country. 


Donation Advertising 


NE of the 

donation advertising habit, 
ing in this country. By donation advertising we mean the 
solicitation of advertising copy for sporadic publications, 
programs, bulletins, etc., usually put out for some more or 
less worthy cause. The promoter of these causes or charities 
sends his solicitors out to local business men to ask for ad- 
vertising. There may not be the slightest prospect of any 
return on the copy, but the business man feels that he must 
take space as a matter of civic pride and local patriotism. 

Obviously such a performance holds possibilities of de- 
veloping into something very much like graft. Many of the 
causes represented are entirely worthy of support, but they | 
should get it in some less devious way.

AMERICAN AUTOMOTIVE _

Paris, Oct. 11—American automo- 
tive executives, the largest group 
ever assembled in Europe, attended 
the fourth annual salon dinner of 
the American Automotive Club of 
Europe in Paris.
